cation of the news th at the federal 
permits were secured it has been dis­ 
covered th at under a statute passed 
at the last session of the legislature, 
possession of a government license 
constitutes prima facie evidence of 
an intent to evade the state law. 
It 
also is the law th at liquor may not 
be sold within one-half mile of the 
Bt ate university, and both the univer­ 
sity club and the “ Yellow Helmet” 
are within the proscribed distance. 
That portion of the law- which has 
been found applicable in these two 
cases follows: 
“ U. S. Liquor Permit or 
Stamp

town, village or city, the existence or 
the issue of any permit or special 
tax stamp from the United

tion of the excise law, shall be ac­ 
cepted as prima facie evidence that

ardent or intoxicating 
liquors
